EXAMINATIONS FOR PROMOTION. 


The Civil Service Oommission Propose 
Amendments to the Rules. 

WA'MINGTON, May 5.—The civil service 
commission today submitted to the presidont 
certain propered amendments of rules 4, 6, 19 
ard 21 of the rules for the regulation and im- 
provement of executive civii service. All of 
the proposed amendments were approved and 
became af once effective. The most important 
of the amendmenis was the following: 

_ Role 6, Cause 2, And forthe purpose of estab 
lishing inthe classitied service the principio of 
ccmpulory competitive exsmination for promo- 
tion, there shall be, sotaras practicable and use. 
fnl, such examination of a snitable character to 
testthe fitness of perrons for promotion in the 
service, and the commission may make regulations 
applying them to any classified department, cus- 
toms cllice or postofiice, under which regular ex- 
aminations for promotion shall be conducted, and 
all promotions made; but until the regulatious 
mace by the commission, in accordance 
herewith, has been applied to the ciassified depart 

ment, Customs office or postilice. promotions there- 
in may be mace upon any test of fitaess determin. 
ed upon by the promoting officer; and iu any class 

ified department, enstoms office or postoflice, in 
which promotions are made under examinations 
as herein provided, the commission may, in spe- 
cial cases, if the exigencies of the service require 
such action, provide non-competitive examinations 
for promotions, 

In the !etterto the president transmitting 
this amendment, the commission Says: 

Excepiingfin the customs district of New York, 
all evils resulting from the promoiion sysiem in 
vogue, when the civil service law was enacted, 
continue to exist. Indeed that systemis stillin 
force, and under it solicitation may secure the 
advancement of stupidity and laziness over intelli- 
gence aud industry, Personal partiality confer fa- 
vors upon unworthiness; prejudice reiards the 
advancement of merit, aud partisanship reward or 
punishes political action or opinion. 

Tomorrow these regulations will be apptied 
to the war department, aud after they have 
been tried in that department, if-found satis- 
factory to the commission, they willbe ap- 
pied tothe treasury department, and later to 
ali of the other departments of the government. 
The adoption cf theee regulations is regarded 
es the mostimportant action that has been 
taken by the commission since the civil servico 
rules were adopted. Commissioner Oberly was 
charged with their preparation and has devoted 
wuch time ard attention to the task.

Crosby teday, through their attoraeys, filed a 
bill in equity against Dwight Doolittle 
to dissolve partnership and restrain the de- 
fendant from interfering with the manazemsant 
of the Natioual hotel. The complainants state 
that they sold Doolittle a third intorost in the 
botel for $30,000 in 1885 on his representation 
that he had successfully conducted a hotel in 
Norwicb, Conn., on which his lease had justex- 
They charge that soon after the part- 
nership commenced defendant seriously injured 
the business of the hotel by his misronduct, 
guarrelsome temper and impoliteness to guests, 
Itis eleo charged that Doolittle has involved the 
firm in a libel suit through false newspaper 
statements, and has misappropriated moneys 
and falsified the hotel books. The National 
hotel is one of the largest and best known 
pullic bousesinthecity. Itisa favorite SiOp- 
ping place for congressmen and politicians, 
especially these from the south.

Four Boys Killed by the Discharge of a Gun 
at Wilmington, N, C.

'ALL HOPE ABANDONED 


|} OF RESCUING THE UNFORIUNATES 


IN THE BURNING MINE. 


Heartrending Soenes at the Mouth of the Shaft-— 
Mothers, Vivesaenud Sisters Weeping and Pray- 
ing for Their Loved Ones Bciow—A Mi. 
mers Account of the Accident, 


Nanaimo, B. C., May 5.—Day before yester- 
day gangs of men were engaged in strenuous 
efforts to subdue the flamesin No, 1 shaft of 
the Victoria Coal company, where the explo- 
sion occurred on Tuesday night, at one o’clock 
p.m. It was thought that they had the fire 
under control. The Merriwether steam/fire 
ergine company did good work, pumpifg wa- 
ter from the harbor down the shaft, a hand fire 
engine baving been taken down the mine to 
fight the fire from a level. It will be impossi- 
ble to make an attempt to get at the imprison- 
«d men until the fire issubdued, for by doing 
so it would drive the gas on to the fire and 
cause a second disaster. There is but little 
hope of rescuing the men alive, buf an effort 
will be made at the first possible moment to 
reach the imprisoned miners. Over one-half 
of theinjured and unimprisoned men leave 
wives and families to mourn their untimely 
end, 

It is estimated that thore are between fifty 
end seventy-five Chinamen in the mine. Jules 
Michae), one of the injured men stated that he 
was sitting in his cabin at 
eupper ‘in No. 2 shaft when 
he felt the concussion. All scrambled out he 
became insensible. Only one of his four com-. 
panions was saved, the dead bodies of the oth- 
ers came up in thecage with him. Several of 
these rescued hardly appreciated their escape, 
cwing to the dazed feeling which charaster- 
iz-d all who came out from the deadly pit. 
Michael was | fifteen yards from the en- 
trance to the shaft when the explosion oc- 
curred, He represents it assomething terrific, 
All became dark ness. 

All day yesterday men were endeavoring to 
extinguish the flames in No. 1 shaft, and the 
fire there is believed to be under control. Fears 
are entertained of a second explosion of gas, 
which might blow the whole place up, 
and old miners say such ae ire: 
sult is possible. Ifeo, the catastrophe would 
be the greatest recorged in the history of coal 
mining. All hopes of rescuing any one in the 
mines hes been long ago abandoned. It is 
thought thatall the men can do is being done 
to reach them. It was at first thought of cut- 
ting a ditch to salt water,so as to attempt to 
put out the fire in No. 2 shaft by 
tuining a stream of water into it, but the 
scheme was abandoned. It would only flood 
the mine, rendering it practically useless for a 
year and would banish any hope there might be 
of saving the lives of the men. Imagine the 
scene. The mines extend out from the shore 
mote than a mile beneath the water of the 
harbor and as ones looks over the placid wave; 
ho cannot imagine that beneath are imprijoned 
many dead, the fathers and sons of eighty 
families of this little city. Around the shaft 
ibe scenes are herrowing in the extreme, As 
each cage comes up anxious faces look there 
fox glad tidings that never como, and the hope 
that there is a prospect for the dear ones who 
died at the post of duty is soon dispelled. 

NANAIMO, B.C., May 5.—The fire in the 
mines has considerably abated. A dense vol- 
ume of steam arises from the air shaft, and un- 
til the fire is completely subsided, it will be 
impossible to enter the workings to ascertain

ALLURQUERQUE, New Mexico, May 5.—This 
place seems to have been on the extreme north- 
east extremity of the earthquake wavo, which 
had neserly spent its force before reaching here.

THE SHOCKS AT EL PASO.

Tuesday, 
and one about five p. m. The one at 6:30 last 
evening was felt very distinctly by persons 
on the second floors of buildings and gas fix- 
tures aud other movable things were seen to 
sway.

trouble in which the Spanish etalatee is con- 
cerned may be settled without bloodshed, but 
they deal with the matter in such a strain that 
it is ap that the editors think that there 
will bea duel, As stated in last evening’s dis- 
patches, mutnal friends are trying to arrange a 
settlement. In ali the higher circles of society 
at the capital little else is to be heard but talk 
about the prospective duel and the circum- 
stances leading to it. 

The Casino is the aristocratic Spanish club of 
the city. On Saturday night was giveu one of 
the balls of the club at the Casino rooms. 
Among the guests was Miss Bazaine, the 
beautiful d ter of the noted ex-marshal of 
France. Migg Bazaine was escorted to the 
supper by Semor Barron, a young genticman 
belonging to ene of the wealthiest and best 
known families of the city. The stories differ 
somewhat a8 fo the scene which followed, but 
all agree that it was one of the most sensational 
ever witnessed at such a gathering. 

Young Bagron, who has both English and 
Mexican bloed in his yeins, is not a man to 
stand chiding. He was called from the pres- 
ence of the lady by Senor Noriega, a Spaniard, 
who informed him that he had shown too much 
familiarty with Miss Bazaine. Barron hotly 
recented this, and the two gentlemen ex- 
changed bitter words and were on the point of 
proceeding to blows when those about seized 
them and dragged them apart. 

But the trouble did not stop here. Both 
Barron and Noriega explained the merits of 
the quarrel to their respective friends, and 
sides were taken. Among those who took up 
the matter was the Spanish minister. It is 
said that the diplomate has been quite friendly 
with the Bazaine family and is much inter- 
ested in Miss Bazaine. He took the ground 
that his country man had acted improperly in 
thus dragging the name of a young lady into 
notoriety. P 

Noriega was ready tocontinue the dispute, 
and he and the minister exchanged words of 
even more belligerent in import than those 
which had paesed between Barron and the 
Spaniard. Noreiga used language reflecting 
most severely on the mivister's standing in 
the Spanish colony. Again the bystanders had 
to interfere to prevent blows. Fora few/min- 
utes the crowd swayed to and fro, and the ex- 
citement was intense. Men shouted and wo- 
men screamed, thenthe two principals were 
taken in charge by their respective friends and 
escorted home. This was about two o’clock 
Sundav morning. Since then negotiations 
have been going on. 

St. Lovis, May 5.—A special from the City 
of Mexico says: Senor Vercero Armesto is the 
name of the Spanish minister who cuts such a 
prominent figure in the prospective daoel.

AN EDITOR SHOT. 


A Tragedy on the Streets of Jackson, Missis- 
sippi.

CHICAGO, May 5.—The Western Export asso- 
ciation has practically ceased to exist,although 
its organization is held jintact, Too many dis- 
tilleries refused to come into the pool. They, 
therefore, decided to pay no assessments, pay 
no closed houses for the coming month and to 
reduce the price on whisky from $1.13 per gal- 
lon to $1.05, decreasing the income of the pool 
$12,000 per day or 33,000,000 per year. They 
will now run at a daily loss, claiming that the 
price fixed is below running cost.

ANTI-GERMAN DEMONSTRATIONS 
IN PARIS. 


Crov ds of Excited Frenchmen Parading the Stree‘s 
of Paris, Sirgir g Patriotic Songs and Shouting 
“On to Berlin!” Ete.—The Affair Causes 
Great Excitement—Other News, 


Lonpon, May 5.—Anti-German demonsira- 
tions continte to be made in various sections of 


Paris. 

A procession carrying a banner inscribed, 
‘"To Berlin!’ marched to the palaceof the 
Elysee, the residence of President Grevy, 
where it was dispersed by the police. Twelve 
of the persons who took prominent parts in 
this demonstration were arrested. 

The Telegraph describes the demonstration 
in Paris last Tuesday evening asserious. It says 
the mob in the neighborhood of Eden theatre, 
where Wagner's “Lohengrin” was being per- 
formed, ethouted: “A Bas L’Allemagne!”’— 
“Down with Germany!” “Vive LaFrance!” “A 
Berlin!” “On to Berlin!” “A- Bas Bismarck!” 
“Down with Bismarck!” “Give us back our 
clocks!” referring to Strasburg. 

Last evening the demonstrations were re- 
newed. A mob composed of students and 
gamins marched about shouting. Tney halted 
in front of the army and navy club and there 
cried out, “Vive l’armee Francaise!’ “Vive 
Boulanger!’ “A Berlin!’ Another mob went 
to the building, oceupied by the Rassian em: 
bassy, shouting, ‘Vive Ja France!” “Vive la 
Russie!’ “Vive l’alliance Russie-Francaise!”’ 
The leaders of this mob then proposed to their 
followers to march to the German embassy. 
The mob proceeded in the direction of the 
place De La Concorde, singing the air, “Lam: 
pions,” to the words of the song, “Nos Penda- 
les,” but it was stopped by the polica and 
turned away before it could reach the German 
embassy. 

The mob then returned to the Da L’Opera 
and they dispersed. The manager of Eden 
theater has decided to suspend the performances 
of ‘Lohengrin” and of other productions of 
Wegner in that place of amusement. 

Paris, May 5 —It is semi-officially announc- 
ed this afternoon that the reports circulated in 
London of the elleged anti-German demonstra- 
tion yesterday in the Champs Elysees here, are 
without foundation in fact. It is declared that 
no such occurrence a3 that described took place 
at all anywhere in Paris, which was calm and 
undisturbed throughout all the day and even- 
ipg. Theonly arrests made were those of 
twelve persons taken into custody. during the 
evening for rioting in the place del opera.. No 
flag inscribed “To Berlin!” was seen in any 
place in Paris yesterday, or yesterday evening, 
as related in London. 

The government has decided to prosecute the 
publishers of the paper “Revanche” for pub- 
lishing an article entitled ‘‘Down with the 
German,” and calculated to aronse a warlike 
feeling among the French people against Ger- 
many. The publishers have been summoned 
to appear before a tribunal of justice on 
Wednesday next. 

Lamore, manager of the Eden theater, in 
announcing the withdrawal of ‘Lohengrin,’ 
writes that he produced the work in the inter- 
ests of art, and the reception accorded it by the 
French press und public shows that the produc- 
tion met with the approval of all honest men. 

Flourens, minister of foreign affairs, gave a 
reception today. Among those present was 
Count von Munster, German ambassador, who 
has returned to Paris after an absence on far- 
lovgh.. Yon Munster expressed pleasure at re~ 
turning to Trance. He said that he was con- 
vinced that after the excitement over the 
Echnacbelessffair had calmed down, that cour- 
teous relations would continue to prevail be- 
tween F'ranceand Germany. M. Flourens, re- 
plying, said that pacific sentiments had never 
ceased to inspire the action of the French gov- 
ernment during the entire controversy.

THE DILLON-TIMES CASE, 


Mr, Gladstone Replies to Lord Randolph 
Churchill, 


LONDON, May 5.—In the house of commons 
this afternoon, consideration of the question of 
breach of privilege in the Times-Dillon case 
was resumed. 

No member rising to speak on the motion of 
Mr. Lewis, that the conduct of the Times wa3 
a breach of privilege and that the house take 
no notice of it, Speaker Peel putbefore the 
house the amendment of Sir Edward Clarke, 
solicitor general, that the house decline to treat 
~ Times’ publication as a breach of privi- 

ege. 
The Parnellites at once challenged a di- 
Vigion, 

This resulted in a vote of 297 in favor of the 
amerdment to 219 against it. 

The amendment thus became a substantial 
motion, and Bradlaugh resumed the debate. 

Mr. Gladstone, who on rising was loudly 
cheered, moved an amendment that a commit- 
tee be appointed to inquire into the charge of 
willful falsehood made against Mr. Dillon in 
the Times on Monday. He said he did not in- 
tend to suggest that the inquiry go beyond the 
article referred to. He objected to Lord B&an- 
dojph Churchill's calling him the leader of the 
party of separation. He perfectly under- 
stoc why Lord Rando'’ph did not 
call it the party of home rule. 
There was a fature before Lord Randolph, in 
which home rule pians might figure as conven- 
ient to propose. [Cheers.} Turning to the 
question of privilege, he said it was unfortunate 
that the government proposed the present step 
against an Irish member whi'e inflictiog upon 
the (Irish people, by means of a permanent 
coercion bill, the brand of perpetual dishonor. 
Why take the caze into a court of law? Wazit 
certain that Mr. Dillon would get a verdict, 
whatever might be the proof. in a case where 
parliament declared the charges against a mem- 
ber no breach of privilege? 

Mr. Gladstone said the house was a perfectly 
cor petent tribunal—indeed the only compe- 
tent one. Precedents were all on the side of 
the gppcintment of the committee. There was 
the case of Butt, in 1854, when it was held that 
an accusation that members were hangry for 
places to which were attached salaries and pen- 
sions, deserved an inquiry. Afier citing a num- 
ber of other precedents, in all of which the 
charges were less grave than those brought 
against Mr. Dillon, hechallenged the goverament 
to establish a single precedent where proseca- 
tion had been ordered without the house hay- 
ing previcusly condemned theact upon which 
the proeecution was based. He appealed to 
the government to alter their determination, 
which, otherwise, might lead to a crisis of most 
sexicus and momentous importance. The 
Irish members, who had been maligned to an 
enormous extent, asked for a particular course, 
whichithe msjority refused, forgetting that 
they were acting against the minority repre- 
senting a nation. [Parnellite cheers.} The 
government could yet, on grounds of reason, 
prudence and precedent, accept his amiend-

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REMAINS OF NEY EXHUMED IN 

NORTH CAROLINA. 

8 

A Widespread Belief That He was the FPamous Fronch 

Marsbel—The Skull to be Closely Examined to 
Establish Bis Identity 4 Remarkable 
Story Told by His Acquaintances, 


RaALEtcnu, N. C., May 3.—For seventy years 
North Carolina has been burdened with a mys- 
tery which but deepened as the years passed. 
That mystery has been whether Peter Stuart 
Ney, a simple and retired school teacher in 
Piedmont, N. C., was one and the samo person 
asthe world-famous Marshal Noy, the loved 
and honored soldier of Napoleon; the right 
hand, in fact,of the “Petite Caporal.” In or- 
der to solve the mystery, arrangements were 
made to have the grave opened today and the 
remains examined bya committee of physi- 
ciahs and surgeoxs of this state, at the official 
request of Dr. Lyman Draper, president of the 
W: consin State Historical society. . 

About 350 persons assembled at the quiet 
graveyard at Third Creek, Rowan county, this 
afternoon to witness the exhumation. Drs. J, 
G. Rameay, D. B. Woodward and C. M. Pool 
directed the operations. A large number of 
other physicians were present, and intense in- 
terest was manifested. At 1 o’clock the grave 
was opened and the remains removed. The 
skull was found to be tolerably well preserved, 
except that the upper portion had broken par- 
tially away. Thisis considered unfortunate, 
as those parts which perished may have been 
just what is needed to settle the question, The 
ekull of Marshal Ney had been triphtned, and 
if it was found thata similar: oporation had 
been performed on that of Peter S. Ney, tae

THE MYSTERIOUS FRENCHMAN. 

In 1816, in the month of Decenber, there ap- 
peared at the quiet little town of Mocksville, 
in Davie oounty, a foreigner, evidently a 
Frenchman, who gave his name as Poter Stu- 
art Nev. A few months later he opened a 
schoo] there, which he continued for soveral 
years. Afierwards he taught in Iredell county. 
Then he wentto South Carolina and conduc- 
ted a school pear Greenville. Later he re- 
turned to North Carolina and again tanght, a 
portion of the time in Rowan county. It was 
in the latter county that he died, and at the 
quiet little burial ground of Third Creek, a 
hamlet near the border of that county, his 
body was laid at rest in the grave. 

During the years that Ney was a teacher he 
taught®hundreds of young men and youths. 
Seme were mere countrylads. Others'were 
the sors of wealthy and cultured parents, Bat 
one and all loved their teacher and admired 
him, and one and all drank in, as freely as 
the air they breathed, the belief that this re- 
tiring pedegogue was none other than the great 
marshal of France. Thisbelief never grew dim 


or doubtful by the lapse of years. Scores of men © 


who were Ney’s pupils yetlive, many have 
risen high in the political or social world, and 
from these the wonderful story ofthe man 
who taught them is gathered. 

A PUPIL OF NEY ON THE MATTER, 

Major James H. Foote, lately -marshal of 
this revenue district,and an accomplished man, 
was one of Ney’s pupils. He says thatin 1837-8 
he attended Ney’s s:hool in Iredell county. 
His impressions of Ney are vivid. The teachar 
was patronized by the leading men of the 
county,and was loved and honored ofall. Asa 
teacher he bad no superior. Many of his “boys” 
thovght it a degradation to join another school 
after leaving his. In discipline he was severe 
towaré his grown pupils, but toward the small- 
er ones no parent could be moretender. Al- 
ways feared,he yet commanded the highest re- 
spect and admiration. As to the personal ap- 
pearapce of Ney, Major Foote says: 

“He was rather tall, well proportioned, with 
@ Wilitary carriage and a form that denoted 
great strength ard vigor. His features were 
stropgly marked and very expressive of his 
emoticzs. His eyes were predominant as a 

e. It was liwrally that of the eagle and 
locked into the depths of the soul. Ho always 
dressed well, was always charitable, and had 
but one fanlt—that of drinking 
liquor. He was nearly bald, and his remain- 
ing hair was of reddish hue. On his head was 
a large scar, four inches long, evidently caused 
by a sabre-cut. On his body were other wounds. 
A musket ball had pierced his leg and remained 
inthe calf. He was a master of fence. While 
he was teaching at Macksvilie a French fenc- 
ing master made his appearance and-wished to 
secure a class of pupils. The boys at Ney’s 
school told the fencing master that if he would 
have a bout with small swords with their teach- 
er end beat him they would enter his class. 
Ney came forward and there was a bout on the 
playground. Aiter a few passes, Ney with 
wonderful dexterity, cut the fencing master’s 
hat in twain, whereupon the latter thr: w down 
his sword and said: ‘Gentlemen, you have a 
master and have no use ivr me,’ General 
James Cook wag a witness of theaflair. Ney 
excelicd in all athletic sports.” 

NEY TELLS HIS STRANGE STORY. 

There were only two occasions when Ney 
dropped his usual reserve. One was when he 
wes intoxicated, the other when he was in the 
quiet society of avery few intimate friends, 
Mra. Dalton was a lady of whomhe was ex- 
tremely fond. She knew more of him than 
any other, and always believed him to be the 
Neyof France. To her Ney revealeda great 
deal. He spoke of himself as really Ney, and 
told of how heescaped death when he was of- 
ficially reported to have been shot. He re- 
ferred to his family, his wife and his children, 
saying that his wife was a dear friend of the 

Empress Josephine. In an album of Mrs. Dal- 
ton’s he once wrote his name P.S. M. Ney. 
These initials were for Peter Stuart Michel 
Ney. The father of Marshal Ney was named 
Peter and his own name was Michel. 

On one occasion P. 8. Ney was found help: 
lessly intoxicated, and Captain Honston order- 
ed him to be brought up on a horse. He was 
so helpless that he could notsit in the saddle, 
but was held oncrosswise. At the house of 
Captain Houston, Ney said: 

“Is this the way you treat the duke of El- 
chingen?”’ 

REMARKABLE RESEMBLANCES. 

Now 48 to points of resemblance between 
the mershal of France and P. 8. Ney. Major 
Foote gives these in consistent shape. As to 
age, the marshal was born in 1769, and in 1837 
would have been 65. That was P.S Ney‘sage 
in that year. Asto place of birth, Marshal 
Ney was born in Saarlouis, in Lorraine, and 
his father was by trade a cooper, but later be- 
came a soldier, and quiet prominent, Tho 
marshal received his education among the 
rconke, and first studied law, becoming a svl- 
dier later. P.S. Ney claimed Lorraine as his 
birth-place. As to family, Marshal Ney was 
married through the instrumentality of the 
Emprees Josephine, to Agizw Louise Aunine, a 
lovely and amiable gir}, the intimate friend of 
Mme. Louise Bonsparte. P.S. Ney, as above 
stated, spoke to Mrs. Dalton of his wife, and of 
the great friendship which the empress showed 
her. As to personal appearance, Marshal Ney 
was of powerful physique. His hair was very 
red; so red that he was called by his soldiers 
the “Red Lion,” or “Peter the Rad.” 

As to wounds, Marshal Ney atthe battle of 
Mayence, in 1795, was severely wounded. Two 
years later, in a conflict with Austrian cavairy, 
he was captured, after his horse had fallen 
with him in a ravine, but his resistance wa: 
desperate, and he was wounded in the head by 
w saber blow. Atthe battie of the Theer ho 
was wounded thrice, one bullet entering the 
calf of his leg. The wounds of P. 8S, Ney were 
precisely similar to those of the marshal. 
Again, Marshal Ney was a famous swordsman, 
and in 1791 vanquished the fencing master of a 
French regiment (Ney being then in the 4th 
Hussars, and chosen to vindicate its honor, its 

fencing master having béen wounded and its 
honor touched.) P,§. Ney was, as has been 
» 8 notable swordsman.

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and closely. He wasa well read man 
cellent judgment, and he became ‘finally con- 
vinced beyond any doub*, that P. 8. Ney was 
Marshal Ney. This was the calm and deliber- 
ate conclusion of others who had ma’e s'milar 
careful studies of this remarkable man. 

‘Four days after Waterloo, Marshal Noy, ad- 
dressing the chamber of peers, aaid: 

“Not a man of the Old Guard will ever rally 
more. There is no safety for France but in 
in:tant propositions for peace. You must re- 
call the Bourbons, and as for me, I will retire 
to the United States,” 

For these expressions Ney, then duke of El- 
chingen, was bitterly reproached by La Vallett 
and Carnot. This is strongly corroborative of 
P. S. Ney’s statements. 

A CLEEGYMAN’S OPINION, 

Rev. R. W. Barber knew P. 8, Nay personal- 
ly, and stadied him ¢arefully, at the time he 
wasinDaviecocuty, He discovered that while 
Ney was teaching in Iredell county he was vis- 
ited by astranger, evidently a foreigner, who, 
for geome daye, was in close conference with 
Ney, and then departed. No one discovered 
the name of the visitor, who resembled Ney, 
and by some was thonght to be hisson. This 
occurred about 1830, it is said, and is very 
significant. As a_ result of his 
observatic ns of Ney, Mr. Barber 
gives it ss his opinion that he possessed all the 
traits and peculiarities which marked the mar- 
shal. Mr. Barber says that once Ney spoke of 
Napoleon’s campaigns and of his part therein, 
to the late Colone) Barber, then a pupil, and a 
favorite one. Ney and Barber were reading 
Cosar, Ney’s favorite classic, which he dis- 
cussed with great force, particularly the strate- 
gic movements, contrasting the latter with 
those of Napoleon, as illustrated in the latter’s 
cannpaigus, and incidentaliy, and with appar- 
ent uncousciousness, speaking of his own part 
in the Jatter. Mr. Barber says that P.S. Ney 
was in persoral appearance the veri-similitude 
ofthe marshal. His signature a facsimile of 
that of the Jatter, and letters of the marshal, 
compared with some of P. 8S, Ney’s, showed no 
dissimilarity. Mr. Barber says, plainly, that 
if P.S. Ney was notthe marshal he was an 
actor without a peer. Impostors always be- 
tray themselves. Inno statement ever made 

P.S. Ney was the least discrepaucy ever 
discovered, by carefal and acute observers, 
and the lapse of years has only made the 
facts clearer. 

WHAT THE DOCTORS FOUND, . 

That part of the skull still intact was the 
right half or nearly two-thirds; the left side 
of the head was gone. This being the sido of 
the wound, it was impossible to tell whether it 
had ever been trepbined or not, and so bya 
eort of fatality the illusion, if I may be par- 
doned for such heresy, remains as to the silver 
plate and trephined skull. The stains are for- 
ever washed out and removed by the corrosive 
action of time ard tide. The polls are forever 
closed, and bis grave and remains are forever 
mute as to injury of skull and the operation. 

The skull presented several points of inter- 
est; its thickness was simply remarkable, The 
forehead was very low but broad; it was, how- 
ever, capacious and symmetrical, and it alone 
proclaimed “here was a man.” 

I neglected tosay that the lower jawbone was 
in a good state of preservation, still containing 
some teeth. No silver plate could be found in 
his eatth, though -searched for diligently. 
After all, nothing has been gained by this dis- 
turbance of the few mortal remains of the 
‘hero they buricd,” save the moral it points 
and the sermon it preaches—“dast to dust, 
earth to earth.’ 

Of those present there were many gentlemen 
of intelligence, who have taken part in this 
much-mooted question, and I heard one of the 
most enthusiastic of the affirmative side say 
the day’s revelations were by no means disap- 
pointing to him, and inspired him with more 
faith in his cause. 

Many reminiscences of the celebrated old 
man were dispensed to the crowd by his old 
students and admirers. One—a man of high 
intelligence and character—said of him: “He 
had two elements that only the great possess— 
naniely, the firmnces of a rock mountain and 
the gentleness of a woman.” Sleep on, old 
marshal, slocpon! Thy secret is still secure; 
thy whence 1s still unknown. 

Whether or not the remains of Marshal Ney 
are resting in Thiid Creek church yard, is a 
question that will perhaps still be discussed pro 
and cop, Oar mission is simply to give the re- 
sult of theinvestigation. Should others wish 
to investigate the matter for themselves they 
will find the dusiof Peter Stewari Ney still 
resting in the church yard at Third Creek, and 
the grave ismarked bya plain marble slab, of 
the design outlined below and the follwing in- 
scription:

PROPOSED CHANGE IN THE RATES 
AND MANNER OF CHARGING. 


The Citizens Stirred Up—A New Company Talked Of 
~A Heppy Day at the Park—Pomp Hughes’ 
Trouble—Death of a Highly SBsteemsed 
Lady-—Oiher Interesting News, 


Macon, Ga., May 5.—[Special ]--Yesterday 
the Macon Gas and Watercompany advertised 
a new schedale of rates for water, to take effect 
on October 1. As the publication caused a 
gocd deal of talk among the citizens, your cor- 
respondent decided to make an investigation 
of the matter. —

Any person dissatisfied with the rates will ba al- 
lowed to place a meter, of pattern approved by the 
company and under its supervision upon the sup- 
ply pipe,and can then economize in the useof water 
down to the cost of one dollar per month. This is 
the lowest rate for which the company will runa 
service and supply the water. 

All consumers applying for water on premises 
not now supplied will after July lst be required to 
supply themselves with ameter of approvel pat- 
tern, and the water will befurnished through this 
meter, and at a minimum charge of oue dollar per 
wenth, paid quarterly in advance. 

Meters will be kept clean by the company, but 
repairs from wear or carelessuéss of the consumer, 
or freezing will be charged for at cost. 

By order of the board of directors. 

A great many people complain that this will 
increase the rates to an extent that it will bea 
hardship on large consumers Others think 
that it will leave the water rate really cheaper 
than it now is. 

The argument of the former is that a party 
using the first general domestic faucet and the 
five faucets next in order, with the additional 
item of a sprinkler, will increase the total ex- 
pense to $44 per annum, whereas that amount 
can now be had for $35, or about that. 

The argument of the more economical! is that 
by using only the first item for general 
domestic uses the rate will be lowered from $15 
to $12 per annum. 

The change is the principal topic of conver- 
sation on the streets, and many persons are 
agitating the question of bringing in a com: 
peting company. A petiticn was read before 
the last council meeting for privilegs to lay gas 
mains on the streets and alleys of the city. the 
party, Mr. Starr, of Philadelphia, promising a 
guarantee of gas at $150 per thousand feet, 
whereas the present rate in the city is $2 50. 
The pessibility of adding to this the laying of 
water mains on the streets, has been talked of 
quite freely. Z 

Last night your correspondent heard a group 
of gentlemen, all men of means, discussing the 
preject of boring an artesian well on the hill 
and supplying the city with water from if. 

It is thought that $5,000 will pay for boring 
such a well, and that while the city will have 
the advantage of the strong groan of 
obtaining a flowing well, it will certainly be 
vastly benefitted by a well suchas Atlanta 
has, even if it be required to pump the water 
to the surface. Theargument of these gentle- 
men was that such a well, with force pumps, 
would throw the water into a stand pipe, or 
tower, such as is already required by the 
waterworks company on the hill, and that the 
water could be obtained equally as cheap, if 
not cheaper, asthe water from the present 
eource of supply. 

If such a measure is determined upon, it will 
certainly bring an abundance of good water in 
thecity, for the present supply is unsurpassed 
in purity and sweetness by any supply in the 
state. I¢ will also cheapen the rates, for com- 
petition in such things always biings prices 
down. There seems to be little doubt that 
some movement will be made in the matter by 
the fall season. The public works are at pres- 
ext supplied under a virtual agreement be- 
tween the city and people, and there seems to 
be no chance to get along contract between the 
city and the company. 

The question of sprinkling the streetsis still 
#gitating the public mind. The dust is some- 
thing terrific, and is a nuisance that demands 
abatement. The propositions of various par: 
ties for sprinkling the streets met with little 
favor before the council. The general senti- 
ment seems to bein favor of letting the city 
bear the expense. 

One trouble is that all the propositions ex- 
teud only so far asthe fire limits, and there 
are several well traveled thoroughfares outside 
of these limits that need the service equally as 
much as the area inside the limits. 

What is most needed is a water tax. This 
would settle the question forever, and the mat- 
ter would not then come up, like Banquo’s 
ghost, before each new council to perplex and 
vex the city and its citizens. 

This is the course thatthe matter will ulti- 
mately take, and the quicker it is put in force 
the better for Macon.

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THE GRENADA TRAGEDY. 


The Officer Who Made the Arrest Tells the 
Story of the Shooting to a Reporter. 
From the Memphis Avalanche. 

The city marshal of Grenada, Miss., was in 
the city yesterday, having come here to take 
back a negro wanted there for cutting with in- 
tent to kill. An Avalanche reporter met the 
cfticial and from him learned the details, so far 
as they are at present known, of the sensa- 
tional shooting which occurred in Grenada 
about noon Wednetday, when Captain W. P. 
Towler, 2 drummer for the house of Schmidt & 
Zeigler of New Orleans, and a man well known 
in north Mississippi, shot and fatally wounded 
Rev. ©. F. Stivers, rector of the Episcopal 
church in Grenada. ‘The marshal is the 
man who made the arrest immediately after 
the shooting, and he made the following state- 
ment: 

“The shooting occurred about noon,” said 
the official, “and ashort time afterwards I 
went to the house to arrest Towler and told 
him he was my prisoner. He made no resist- 
ance, but said: ‘I want you tocome and see 
how I had to do this.’ I consented and he car- 
ried me through the parlor and intoa back 
recom where there was a rocking chair with a 
pistol lying beside it. ‘Do you see that? he 
said. ‘When I came tothe door with a letter 
in my hand and asked Stivers, “Did-you write 
this?” he jumped up and drew that pistol and. 
I closed in and fired athim. As I rushed 
toward him I threw out one hand and you can 
see here where my finger was bruised by the 
hammer of his pistol falling onit.’ He then 
walked out of the house and went down town 
with me where he was placed in custody.” 

“Who is Captain Towler?” 

“He is a high-strang, brave man, and Stivers 
is the fourth man he has killed. He is cool as 
yeu please and full of grit. He was acquitted 
in eachcase of the former killings on the 
ground of self defense.” 

“What was this last tragedy about?” 

“That I do not know nor does any one in 
Grenada. Itis generally supposed, however, 
from the remark made by Captain Towler, 
‘Did you write this letter? that it was some- 
thing about an insult offered Mrs. Towler.” 

“What were the contents of the letter?” 

“That I cannot say; it is in the hands of the 
authorities and will, I suppose, be produced at 
the preliminary trial.’’ 

“Is Mrs.. Towler a young lady?” , 

“No. She is about 35 years of age and is the 
mother of several children, the eldest being 
about 13. She is the daughter of the late 
Judge Gray, who was one of the most promi- 
nent men in the community, and has always 
moved in the best circles. I think that she is 
a member of the Episcopal church, and Cap- 
tain Towler 1 know to be a vestryman of the 
samme church,” 

“Who wes the Rev. F. C. Stivers?” 

“T cannot tell you much about him. He 
came to Grenada from Louisiana afew weeks 
ag0, having been sent there by Bishop Thomp- 
econ onasortof a trial. He was a young and 
handsome man and seemed very fond of the 
socicty of ladies, The statement that he was 
boarding at the residence of Captain Towler is 
a mistake, He lived around amongthe mem- 
bers of his congregation, as I understand, and 
was only spending the week at the captain’s 
house.” 

“Is ittrue that he admitted he deserved be- 
ing shot?” 

“All I know of that is what I have heard, 
and is common rumor in Grenada, They say 
that afterthe shooting a physician, Dr. Smith, 
was called to see him, and that the doctor had 
him removed from Towler’s to his owu house 
for treatment. At the latter place, after his 
wound had been dressed and he made as com- 
fortable as possible, he opened his eyes, 
and, locking about, asked if he was 
not in the house of his _ friends. 
The coctor’s wife assured him 
that he was, when he said that Captain Tow- 
ler had justifiable provocation for what he 
did, and that he ought not to be punished. 
The dying preacher aleo stated that he had 
grossly deceived the good people of Grenada, 
but said be hoped the good he did during his 
ministyy there would overbalance the evil. 
The ladies assured him that if he was blame: 
less they were still his friends, but he told 
them he knew he had received his death 
wound, and had but a little while to live.” 

The people of Grenada regret the occurrencs 
very much, and are little disposed to talk of 
the matter one way or another, 

The dead preacher was buried at five o’clock 
yesterday evening, and his funeral was one of 
the largest attended ever knownin Grenada. 
Mr. Stivers was a gentleman of pleasing man- 
ners, about thirty years of age, and unmarried. 
He came to Grenada from Jackson, Mis3., and 
bas relations living at Bastrop, La. He was 
the most popular and eloquent minister that 
ever filled a pulpitin Grenada. It is said that 
just before his death he asked that a lot of let- 
ters in his trunk be burned, and insisted that 
one note in particular be destroyed. 

Captain William P. Towler was born and 
raised in Canton, Miss.,and was for several 
years a conductor on Mississippi Central rail- 
read, nowthe Illinois Central railroad. He 
quit the railroad and became traveling sales- 
man for Smith & Ziegler of New Orleans, 
about ten yearssince. Healso had a drug 
storein Grenada, and about three years ago 
hed his face badly disfigured by the explosion 
of a sodawater fountain, He was captain of 
the “Walthall Greys” of Grenada when that

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THE TEACHERS. 


THE SECOND DAY OF THE WE#8EST 
POINT CONVENTION. 


Discussions on the Merits of Papers Already Read— 
_RProfessor Ashmore on “The Science of the 
BSchoolroom”-— Prof. Sanford on Arith metic 
- Dr. Mayo Before the Convention. 


West Pornt, Ga, May 5.—[Special.}—Tae 
Georgia Teachers’ association opened today 
with increased attendance and interest. In 
point of the quality of the teachers present, the 
merits of the papers presented and the breadth 
and pointedness of the discusions, this session 
of the association stands unexcelled by any in 
its previous history. 

The first paper was read by Professor Otis 
Ashmore, of Savannah, on ‘Science in the 
School Room.” He divided all knowledge into 
empirical and rational—-that obtained through 
the perceptive faculties and that evolved by 
reason. Both the perceptive and rational fac- 
ulties should be cultivated, and the former 
especially so that man will be able to adopt 
means toanend and to keep in conformity 
with his surroundings. The sciences are not 
only valuable for mental development but for 
the practical knowledge which they afford. 
They cultivate the observing faculties, render 
men careful in making deductions and libsral 
towards the opinions of others, lighten la>or, 
develop ideas of classification, and inspire the 
soul. Mr. Ashmore alzo discussed what sciences 
should be taught in high schools and their or- 
der of sequence. He also stressed the objec- 
tive method of teaching and the value of ap- 
paratus and experiments. 

The yaper was discussed by Professor A. L. 
Jones, of Newnan; Superintendent L. B. Ev- 
aps and Professors. G. Brinkley, of Augusta, 
and Mr. Chappell, of Columbus, Mr. Jonosia- 
sisted that it was the spirit of the timss and 
the proper spirit also to turn from the classics 
to the practical scientific studies. Suapsrinten- 
dent Evans referred to the great power of 
acute observation among the pupils of German 
schools, and the lack of closeness and acute- 
ness of observation among the Americans, and 
stated that the greater study of the sciences 
would correct this deficiency. Mr. Brinkley 
dilated upon the importance of sciences in pri- 
mary and intermediate schools inasmuch as 
such a small percentage of the pupils ever 
reach the high school. Mr. Chappell demoa- 
strated that freshness and interest were givan 
to the sciences by teaching them from nature 
and not from books. 

Professor S. P. Sanford, of Mercer university, 
followed with an exposition of the ‘‘Analytical 
Methods of Arithmetic” He claimed that 
analysis was simply common sense applied to 
numbers, and was therefore the natural meth- 
cd, and older than any rales. Some of the ad- 
vantages of this method are that it renders 
arithmetic easier and more attractive; it de- 
velops themind, while working by rules does 
not; and it cultivates a habit of analytical 
thought which assists the pupil in grappling 
with many of the problems of life. Tais pa- 
per provoked an interesting discussion by 
Messrs, Zettler, Branson, McKennie, Lambdin, 
and Neely. 

The afternoon session was occupied in the 
delivery and discussion of a paper by Dr. R. A. 
Denney, of Rome, on the “Wisdom, the Justice 
and the Beneficial Results of a Liberal Legisla- 
tive Attitude towards Popular Education.” He 
contrasted the state of public education iu 
Pennsylvania and Georgia, stating that each 
pupil in the former state received $721 yearly 
for public school instruction, while in the “Em- 
pire State of the South” the average was only 
$1.20. The average durations of schools in Penn- 
sylvania was 154 days, in Georgia only 65. In 
1863-84 Georgia had fewer number of s:hool 
Gays than any state in the union. Even the 
Chectaw, Creek and Cherokee Indians. can 
boast of three times the number of ec00] days 
snnvally in their public school systems. Mr. 
Denny discussed the questions: (1.) Is the 
present system satisfactory? (2) Can its prac- 
tical execution be improved? and 
(3.) Do the people get value 
received for their money? 
that the present system is a good one in theory 
and that the great difficulty was the lack of 
funds. In the practical execution of this sys- 
tem the three lamentable deficiencies were the 
lack of adequate supervision, the meagerness 
ofthe intellectual acquirements in country 
teachers, and the poorness of examinations for 
teachers’ certificates. Mr. Denny’s remedy 
was: (1.) To change the plan of examina- 
tions so as to require better teachers and in 
order to keep these teachers to double the py. 
(2.) To foster the profession of teaching by in- 
creasing the pay and establishing county 
teachers’ institutes in every county in the 
state. (3) To abolish the office of county 
school commissioner and to establish a county 
superintendent, who shall devote his whole 
time to the direct personal supervision aud 
uniform gradation of all the schools in his 
county. He thought that the legisla‘ure 
would not be niggardly if they should see bet- 
ter results from the public school system. With 
the above plan in operation and the continua- 
tion of the schools for six monthsin the year, 
the state of Georgia would be able to wips out 
the crying disgrace that in 1880 one-third of its 
population could not read or write. 

Dr. Orr, in reply, stated that he had been 
going before the people of Georgia for the [ast 
fifteen years on the same line as Mr. Danny, 
asking for more funds and the establishment 
of normal schools. He could do but little 
without the money. He thought the comparison 
between Pennsylvania and Georgia to be unfair, 
on account of the disadvantages under which 
Georgia has labored in having five handred mil- 
lions of doliars in property swept away by the 
war, on account of the newness of the public 
echoo] system-in the south, and on account of 
the widespread prejudice against the education 
of the negroes. Yetin spite of a'l these disal - 
vantages, there is not a militia district ia the 
state that does not have a school at least thrae 
months in the year. Imperfectasthe system 
is from lack of funds, it has done more for the 
state than was ever done under the old private 
school system. 

Hon. Martin V. Calvin, chairman of the 
house committee of education, and Superinten- 
dent Zettler also took part in the discussion. 

At night the association and the people of 
West Point were charmed by an eloqueat lec- 
ture from Dr. A. D. Mayo, of Boston, on ‘‘Popu- 
lar Education.” He eloquently and logically 
pointed out the various waysin which universal 
education pays. 

1. Education pays in training the mind. 
© 2. It pays in developing character. The three 
fandamental industrial virtues of punctuali- 
ty, concentration of mind, and patience and 
persistence of purpose are cultivated. 

3. Education pays in building up the true 
American character. European society is built 
from the top downwards, American society 
from the bottom to the top. Hence the im- 
portance that the common people, who constitute 
the foundation should be correctly educated. 
Ignorance here means more thanin Europe. 
In educating the substratum of the common 
people no chaos is pro¢ uced,>ut the whole fabric 
goes up together. 

4. Education pays in cash and the develop- 
ment of the country. 

5. It pays in good homes. 

6. And in the unification of the great hetero- 
geneous American people. Dr. Mayo concladed 
with a plea for national aid to edacation. This 
meagre synopsis can give no adequate idea of

which won praise from all sides.

Reform in Travel. 

They are now runping a daily train be- 
tween New York and Chicago which is 
justly called a palace on wheels. The train 
is composed entirely of the finest Pullman 
carsever made. The cars are connected by 
vestibnles of stee], mahogany and glass, so 
that a child can go from one end of the train 
to the other without the slightest danger, as 
there is not an open platform. Ona this 
train there is every comfort and luxury that 
can be bad in the finest hotel. There is a 
diningroom glittering with silver and cut 
glass, and offering the most tempting viands. 
A barber shop and bathrooms constitute 
another convenience. A well stored library 
offers its treasures to the traveler, and as he 
whirls along at the rate of sixty miles an 
hour he may read, lounge, converse or doze 
in easy chairs or luxuriant divans. All this 
is very charming. It presents a delicious 
contrast to the old-time, wearisome methods 
of travel. 

The limits of luxury and speed have prob- 
ably been reached by our great trunk lines. 
But the great reform in travelis yet to be 
made. It is vastly more important that lo- 
comotion should be safe than it should be 
swift and luxurious. Railroad enterprise 
should always put forth its best efforts in 
this direction. Within the last few years 
much has been done to avert the dangers of 
rapid transit by means of improved signals 
and by superior construction of cars, engines 
and appliances. Much may yet be done. 
The car stove must be supplanted by a safe 
method of heating. Bridges and tracks 
must be watched more carefully. Other 
points of peril must be covered by accurate 
and scientific inventions. The loss of life 
on the rail during the past year was appal- 
ling, and in some instances was due to the 
grossest negligence or the most inexcasable 
ignorance. We have an ample supply of 
splendid coaches and speedy engines. We 
must have safer travel. Evenif we have to 
go slower, we should proceed with a better 
assurance that we are not to be crashed or 
roasted. 


Dramatic Criticism in New York, 

The fact that there is no such thing as 
dramatic criticism in New York, a fact that 
has been pointed out in these columns hun- 
dreds of times during the past ten years— 
has recently been demonstrated more clearly 
than ever. Mr. George Parsons Lathrop, 
one of the brightest of the younger generae 
tion of literary men, is thé author of a play 
based on Tennyson’s poem of Elaine. This 
play was presented at the Madison Square 
theater one day last week. According to 
all accounts the audience that assembled to 
see the play presented was highly pleased, 
not only with the play itself but with the 
acting. Indeed, the audience, which (it goes 
without saying) was highly intelligent, is 
said to have been absolutely delighted. 

If their Joud and enthusiastic expressions 
of approval were worth anything, both the 
play and the actors were successful. These 
expressions were well nigh unanimous, but 
the dramatic critics differed widely among 
themselves. The Times suggested some 
changes in the play “‘if it is thought worth 
while to repeat it.’”’? The Sun says ‘“‘it would 
be a pity if this is the last to be seen of this 
artistically satisfactory production.’’ The 
Tribune declares that the play “‘is not likely 
ever to be done again.’? The Star says that 
“of course Elaine has come to stay.’’? The 
Herald and World say that Mr. Lathrop’s 
effort to make a drama out of Tennyson’s 
poem is asuccess. Criticisms of the acting 
were even more widely divergent. Here are 
some specimens grouped by Mr. William T-

Times—Miss Annie Russell was a sing-song, 
clinging, drooping, whining Elaine, though she 
once in awhile sounded a noteof true pathos. 

The Sun—Here occurred triumphs for Mr, Salvini 
and Miss Russell, whose joint delineation of the 
disastrously sentimental encounter of the knight 
and the maiden was as true to stage art as it was to 
Tennyson’s creation, and was more heartily ap 
plauded by discriminating hands than anything 
lately witnessed in a New York theater, 

Herald—The lady (Miss Russell) who made many 
a preity picture played with a sweet simplicityand 
pathos which captured nearly every heart, and 
died so effectively that she brought tears not alone 
to woren’s but to men’s eyes. Andshe read -the 
blank verse £0 charmingly. 

Star—No other woman in town could have played 
the innocent. the loving, the hopeless, the dying 
Elaine £0 wellas Miss Annie Russell. In looks, 
will, demeanor and actionshe was the Maid of 
Astolat. 

Tribune—The bit of the occasion was made by 
Miss Annie Russell as Elaine. Her conception of 
the character is, indeed, deficient in wholesome 
vitality. A woman capable of dying for love is a 
great woman, and not such a one as feedson slate 
pencilsandchalik * * * Let us have an end to 
the delusions, if we can, thatto be spiritual and 
fine is to beskin and bonesand to whimper and 
bleat, 

World—Annie Russell in her first appearance 
this season was an ideal Elaine. 

All this goes to show that dramatic criti- 


cism in New York isin a chaotic state. 
There is no standard of taste and there is no 
standard of merit. The private opinions of 
a few brilliant writers, who are more or less 
soured, are all the criticism that the metrop- 
olis can afford. We have been interested in 
this matter for several years, and we have 
observed that, in nine cases out of ten, actors 
who go on the road armed with columns of 
commendation from the New. York ‘press, 
have no real conception of the art they pro- 
fess, and no knowledge of any sort. calcula- 
_ted to fit them forthe work - of holding the

_° Earthquakes and Cyclones. 

The severe earthquake shocks in Califor- 
nia, Mexico, Arizona, New Mexico and 
Texas are of fully as much importance as 
the calamity at Charleston last year. The 
disturbance was felt over an area nine hun- 
dred miles long and six hundred miles wide, 
In some localities the direction of the seis- 
mie wave was from east to west; in others it 
was from north to south. The volcanic 
eruptions attending the shock may or may 
not have been exaggerated in the telegraphic 
reports, but there appears to be no doubt 
that semething of the kind occurred. 

The fact that this great convalsion comes 
during the cyclone season adds to its terri- 
ble interest. Many scientists hold that 
there is an intimate connection between 
electric storms and earthquakes. It is a 
good rule just after a cyclone to look out for 


earthquakes, and then prepare for hurricanes - 


and rain storms, Perhaps the cooling of 
the earth’s crust has something to do with 
‘it, and possibly it is dune to disturbances in 
the electric current passing between the 
earth and the sun. 

If there is anything in this theory, it is 
plain that we cannot hope to guard against 
these mysterious forces of nature. If we 
put our trust in light and elastic frame 
structures on account of the earthquakes, 
the wild winds will sweep usaway. If we 
seek shelter from the cyclone’s fury in sub- 
stantial granite walls or in cellars and caves, 
we are liable to be crushed under the falling 
debris or buried in the bowels of the 
earth.

HANGING GAMBLERS. 


How Vicksburg Was Made a High Grade 
Moral City, 
From the Indianapolis Journal. 

“Ever hear of the hanging of the gamblers 
at Vicksburg?’’ inquired Captain Oglesbly of a 
reporter, at the congress of ancients,as those worth- 
ies gathered in the usual hebdomadal session. 
“T’li tell you about it. Asa piece of amateur mu- 
nicipal justice it took highrank initsday. To be- 
gin at the beginning I have to go back to Natchez. 
That place was, in its day, the most beautifal up5n 
the Mississippi river between New Orleans and St. 
Louis. Itisona binff 200 feet high, called the 
North Chickasaw Bluff. It was before the war, 
the home of wealth, many rich planters living 
there. These men owned large cotton plantations 
in Mississippi, others had great sugar plantations 
in Louisiana. Upinthecity the society was pol- 
ished and aristocratic. There wasa little bottom 
next the river, and under the bluff a narrow strip 
where there was a large busines; done in the way 
of merchandising of various kinds, commission and 
cotton shipping. Silver street, next the bluff, be- 
tween that and the water, was occupied by whisky 
sellers, gambling houses, dance houses and other 
bad resorts. This bluff had been gradually scet- 
tling for three or four years. Every now and 
then there would be a landslide. In 18% 
a great jslide made it mecessary for tha 
Bilver street occupants to seek other 
haunts. The gamblers and ihe other dis- 
reputable denizens went to Vicksburg, 


which had upto that time been rather an -

The remaining gamb!ers left the town 
in great haste, glad to escape with their lives, ard 
formanya long year thereafter Vicksburg was 
noted as a high-grade, moral town.”

Jefferson on Bonaparte. 

Je fferson’s Letter in Southern Bivouac for May. 

“TI sincerely rejoice that the career of Bona- 
parte is at length arrested, and that Europe is like- 
ly to be restored toits ancient divisions and gov- 
ernments, for, bad as they were, they were better 
than the military despotisms ef Bonaparte, those 
‘great designs of his conceived and executed for 
the prosperity and happiness of the world.’ The 
only thing to be lamented is, that the tyrant of the 
ocean is not also dismounted. Peace, 1 suppose, 
we shall have, but on the condition of navigating 
under her licenses; and, although I believe we 
have greatly overtraded ourselves, I should prefer 
a war ‘ad' internecionem’ toa peace on that con- 
dition. It will very possibly end in the total sup- 
pression of our navigation amd commerce, and 
leave us tobe aworld by ourselves. My whole 
confidence as to the salvation of commerce isin 
Alexander, that he will not yield to the subjuga- 
tion of the ocean,”’ 

The jollowreng extract is from a letter dated Au- 
gust 20, 1814, written from Monticello: 

‘*Tthink the downfall of Bonaparte a grea 
blessing for Europe, which never could have had 
peace while he was in power. Every national 


society their, also, will be restored to their ancient 


limits and to the kind of government, good or bad, 
asthey choose. I believe that the restoration of 
the Bourbon is the only point on which France 
could be rallied, and that their re-establishment 
is better for that country than civil wars, whether 
they should be a peaceable nation under a fool,ora 
warripg one under a military despot of genius. To 
us alone this brings misiortune, It rids of allother 
enemies a tyrannical nation, fully armed and 
deeply embittered by the wrongs they have done 
us. They may greatly distress individuals in their 
circumstances, butthe soiland the men will re- 
main uncong uerable byThem, and drinking deeper 
Gaily a more deadly,unquenchable and everlasting 
hatred tothem. How much less money would it 
cost to them and pain to us to nourish mutual 
affections and mutual interests and happiness! 
But the destructive passions seem to have been 
implanted in man as one of the obstacles to his 
great multiplication. While we are thus gnawed, 
however, by natural hatreds, we retire with de- 
light into the bosom of our individual friendships, 
in the full feeling of whieh I salute you affection- 
ately.”’ 


Aaron Burr Before His Death, 
Felix Oldboy in New York Post. 

During the last illness of Aaron Burr, when 
he lay dying at New Brighton, my Uncle David was 
sent for to visithim. He found his patient past 
help, conscious of: his doom and ready for it. 
Alone, shunned on allsides, impoverished, with 
no friend to close his eyes, I have always felt that 
he might have cried with Cain, ““‘My punishment 
is greater than I can bear.””’ My uncle found him 
silent, morose, shabby and cynical in the extreme 
—a wonderful contrast to the brilliant statesman 
aud elegant leader of society whom he had met as 
a youth at Richmond Hill, his magnificent home in 
this city. Burr said to my uncle that he was glad 
the end had come, and that he had wanted to die 
ever since his daughter Theodosia had disappeared 
on ber last ocean yoyage; and then he broke forth 
into bitter denunciation of the ‘‘nounds who had 
pursued him to the grave.” I haye never wonder- 
ed at his bitterness, and, in spite of the prejudice 
of an entire people, Ihave always had compassion 
for Aaron Burr. The man who fought so gallantly 
at Quebec and on other fields, whom Washington 
made one of his personal staff, who was vice-presi- 
dent of the United States, and for seven ballots 
tied Thomas Jcfferson for the presidency, had 
certainly some redeeming traits. He was a duelist 
—so were DeWitt Clinton, Collector Swartwout, 
Recorder “Dicky” Riker, the editor James] Watson 
Webb, and scores of other notable New Yorkers, 
who were accustowed on slight occasions to step 
over to Weehawken and adjust their little differ- 
ences “in a gentlemanly fashion’ with pistols, 
And finally he had a dream of building up a great 
empirein the southwest—such as Sam Houston 
afterward realized,atthe expense of Mexico. I 
find Burr, after his duel with Hamilton, received 
with unusua) honors at Richmond and Washington 
and made the subject of special personal attention 
by President Jefferson, Secretary Gallatin and Mr. 
Madison; but at the same time I find his political 
and personal integrity doubted, and his financial 
embarrassments became hopeless, and in this I see 
the beginning ofthe end. It wasa wreck, though 
a splendid one.

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AN OLD TIMER. 
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Good Stories Abeut One of Old Hickory’s 
aa Friends, 

From the Chicago News. 

A brief dispatch from Florida announces the 
death of James D. Westcott, a cousin of ex-Attor- 
ney-General Brewster and son of the late James 
Diarment Westeott, Florida’s first United States 
senator. We do not know much about the younger 
Westcott, but his father wasacharacter known to 
every American tourist who visited the Canadian 
metropolis after the war. He was.originally from 
New Jersey, but the greater part of his life was 
spent in the south, In his youth he held a clerk- 
ship in one of the departments at Washington un- 
der the administration of Andrew Jackson, and he 
used to relate with great gusto one of the incidents 


of his career at the capital. An associate one day - 


made a slanderous. remark about the president. 
Westcott resented it by knocking the slanderer 
down with achair. A challenge followed which 
Westcott promptly accepted-first, however, re- 
signing his clerkship. Rumor of the duel reached 
President Jackson's ears, and he sent for the offend- 
ing clerk, The interview took place in the pres- 
ence of others, and the young man was severely 
reprimanded for his purpose. He replied that he 
was no longer a government clerk, resented the in- 
terference of the president and turning on his heel, 
left the room. He had gone but a few steps when 
he heard a muffled voice calling: 
“Jimmy! Jimmy!” He turned and 
eaw the president, who had followed him-out of 
the room. “Come back, Jimmy,’’ he whispered, 
“and tell me all about it.” Jimmy told his story, 
whereupon the old fire-eater punched him in the 
ribs, saying:” “Pink him, Jimmy! Pink the d——d 
scoundrel ’’ But the duel never cameoff, The 
heart of Westcott’sfopponent failed him, and he 
did not keep his appointment. Subsequently, while 
publishing a paper in Florida, Westscott had occa- 
sion to fight two duels, in one of which he was 
wounded. A duel he refused, alleging in excuse 
that he was afraid. This excuse was hardly ac- 
cepted as sincere by his friends, whodid not believe 
he knew what fear was. He was atonetime a 
member of the Florida legislature; he was the last 
territorial governor of Florida, and the first United 
States senator from that state. At the time ofthe 
secession his sympathies were wholly with the 
south—though he did not believe in the principle 
of secession. Before the close of the war he went 
to Montreal, and lived there the remainder of his 
life. He was a conspicuous figure around St. 
Lawrence hail, then the principal hotel, and few 
men who stopped there failed to form the acquaint- 
ance of the ‘‘old governor,” as he was affectionately 
called. They were attracted to him in the first place 
by his singular appearance. He always wore an 
old-fashioned swallow-tailed coat and his hair was 
done upinacue, He was bright, witty, and learn 

ed, a: d amost entertaining talker. He numbered 
among his friends the entire newspaper profession, 
the members of the bar, andthe judges of the 
queen’s bench. Governor Westcott was a very clear- 
headed jurist, and. his advice—always free—was 
often sovght when a knotty legal problem was 
under consideration. Indeed, ivwas notited that 
before any of these judges rendered an important 
decision he always invited “the governor” to din- 
ner. Of these judges a satiristonce remarked: 
‘Justice is blind; Judge —— is deaf; Judge —— is 
generally asleep; and Judge —— is most cf the 
time drunk.” The judgesand lawyers were fair 
weather friends, however, and when the evil days 
came they abandoned him. He died in abject 
poverty and misery, andinthe delirium of death 
foughtover the battlesof the Seminole war in 
which he was a participant. The name of Osceola 
was frequently on hislips. His last words were: 
‘*] am going to die Jike an Indian. ’ And so he did. 

As the last moment came he covered his faze with 

a blanket and so expired.

A Lot of Centen?srians. 


The Berlin Statistischen Korrespondenz im- 
proving the occasion jof the emperor’s ninetieth 
birthday, gives.a list ofall the known persons in 
the Prussian kingdom who are older than the soy 
ereign, At the taking of the census of December 
1, 1885, there was one man of 120 years, another of 
118 years, & Woman of 117, another of 115, two w> 
men of 112, twomen and one woman of 111, five 
women of 110, one man and four women of 109, 
three men and two women of 1¢8, two men and ten 
women of 107, thirteen men and seven women of 
106, and quite a number of old gentlemen and la- 
dies who had attained their 105th year, The total 
number of persons who gave their age at over 100 
is 160. The province of Silesia, the prize gained by 
Frederick the Great, appears to 
be exceptionally fayorable to longevity. 
Out of the 1,073 male persons between 
their ninetieth and ninty-fifth year in all the Prus- 
sien provinces, one in five is a Silesian, aud out of 
the 206 men between 95 and 100 years old, fifty-one 
are natives of Silesia. Out of the 2,765 Prussian 
women between the ages of 90 and 95, 371 are Sile- 
sians. There are ninety-nine women in Silesia be- 
tween 95 and 100 vears old, and thirty Silesan wo- 
men who have exceeded their hundredth year. 
The centenarians are thickest in the district of 
Oppein. They are aleo namerous in the provinces 
of Posen and East Prussia; but thd western domin- 
ions of the king of Prussia, and particularly the 
beautiful Ehineland and the manufacturing dis- 
tricts of Elberfield, Crefeld and the Dutch frontier, 
and ere not so favorable to extraordinary length of 
life,

The reveres 
are adorned with beautifully cut jet buttons. The 
back draperies are very effective. A charmfng 
white-and-black bonnet correspond with this 
costume; also a parasol of heavy white silk covered 
with finely embroidered black lace with an edge 
of the same. The handle is a masterpiece of carved 
ebony, inlaid with silver.

A TIGER HUNT IN INDIA. 


Prince Esterhazy’s Thrilling Story of Ad- 
venture in India. 
From the San Francisco Examiner, 

Standing in the court at the Palaco hotel 
last night and listening tothe music of the band, 
the celebrated Austrian prince, Louis Esterhazy, 
es he smoked his cigar, told a reporter of some re- 
markable pertonal adventures in tiger hunting in 
the junglesof India. 

“It was in '86,’’ said the royal Hungarian, “that 
I set off entirely alone to enjoy this sport. By say- 
ing alone I do not mean that, but I had with me 
no Europeans, nobody but native Indian hunters, 
whoare there called shikaraes. They are very 
skillful tiger hunters, and know where they may 
soonest be found, 

“] went far into the interior of central India, 
away from even the remotest outposts of civiliza- 
tion, and right into the jungles where the fiercest 
of them were. I was connected in an important 
way with the Austrian government, bui on ac- 
count of the fascinatiom of the sport, fraught as it 
was with unusual danger, I chose to goentirely un- 
attended by any but the shikaraes. 

“Tiger hunting in India is best carried on by 
baiting with cattle, so I took a drove of forty head 
with me. A band of some thirty of the natives 
were started three weeks in advance to seek out 
the best nunting grounds, and wherever a good 
spot was found one ofthe shikaraes dropped out 
with a certain number ofthe cattle to awaitiny 
coming, In this way I was enabled to hunt in the 
wildest sections. 

“The cattle were tiedone by one to treesin the 
jungle in the margin of a circle sometimes as much 
as five miles across, They were placed there at 
night. Thetigers came forth at night to seek their 
prey, and, finding the cattle, leaped upon, killed 
and devoured as much as they cared to, and went 
their way. ; 

“Much of this countryislow and wet, and the 
tigers could easily be tracked in the soft soil, es- 
pecially by the expert native Indians. Following 
the tracks each successive morning after baiting 
we would come upon and shoot them. 

‘In this way, in eleven months, with but a sin- 
gle gun, [myself killed nineteen tigers. This is 
the best record made in India in eighteen years. 
I had a very big rifle, what is known as an eight- 
ball gun, carrying twelve drachms of powder, 
With thisan expertis able to bring down even 
the largest tiger easily, and sometimes by a single 
shot, But the sportsman must be as quick as 
lightning, for no sooner does one of these wild 
tigers see you, even though he may be surfeited 
with food, than he will leap for you with all the 
quickness imaginable, and if you donot make 
sure work of it you are gone. 

‘The first two or three times, when undergoing 
these experiences, itmade me somewhat nervous, 


for fear I would not make a center shot, but in 


time I got more confidence. 

“I speak now of hunting tigers on foot, as I was 
doing. Thisisthe most dangerous way, but it is 
more fascinating, 

‘I several times went off into the jungle entirely 
alone, and hunting in this way I hada number of 
vary Darrow escapes, 

‘On one cccasion I was tracking a tiger and wa 
raising my gun toshoot, having come upon it sud 
denly, when I was startled by the deep growl and 
rapid tread of another coming upon me. I wasso 
hard pressed that, after shooting one, I had to flee 
for my life, and only just escaped by climbing a 


tree. 

“In the eleven months I manytimes slept ont 
alone in a dismal juzgle, with only my blanket to 
keep off the rain. I suppose I underwent many 
such an experience, so far as exposure is concern- 
ed, a8 your American trapper and miner did in 
earlier and more dangerous days. 

‘‘Another way to hunt tigers is to doso shooting 
from elephants or camels. When this is done, a 
smaller: rifle is generally used, 

“T hunted principally as much as 200 or 300 miles 
away fromthe farthest outpost. I had a regular 
caravan of elephants, shikaraes, tents and various 
equipage, but wandering away by myself I was 
forced to rough it, and endure hardships which I 
hardly anticipated. This was the case when, for 
quite a long period, all my servants got sick with 
fever. 

‘I shot more and bigger tigers during the rainy 
mouths, In ten days in July I got five tigers and a 
panther, A tiger always comes from a hill and 
goes back toa hill. He will not stay long on low 
ground. Usually Sthree or four at least of a hunt- 
ing party are killed before the season isover. You 
will nnderstand, therefore, what good fortune we 
had in escaping loss of life. 

“T also had quite an interesting experience in 
hunting the buffalo or bison of India. This bison 
is much larger and a great deal fiercer than the 
American bison. He hasthe same tough, bullet- 
proof forehead, and a great hump on his shoulders, 
but Coes not have the long, thick, flaring maue. 
His feet are white as high up as the knee and 
shank. You wound one of these buffaloes and as 
soon as he sees you, no matter how bad he is hurt, 
he will make for you. He comes with head down 
to gore you, and he meansto kill you. There is no 
other animal with more ferocity or that means more 
danger to the hunter. 
each. 

“Their horns are something stupendous. I hunt- 
ed buffalo at Assam, on the Brahmapco:ra river, be- 
tween Burmahand Thibet. I killed a ferocions 
cow there that I had first wounded, and which in 
consequence Came very near killing me, whose 
ornsh were of the remarkable length of six feet 

‘The tigers of India, although very formidable, 
are not as large as generally supposed. They are 
generally said to weigh about one thousand pounds 
each, but I think few of themreachthat. The ay- 
erage. weight I found tobe about six hundred 
pounds,”’ |

CHICAGO, May 5— Wheat opened strong and bull- 
ish this morning, but it was about the only Sthing 
on jthe list that showed any particular firmness.

SECOND DAY’S SESSION OF THE 
COLORED ASSOCIATION. 


Increased Attendance—-Three Mgtingsia Ons Day— 
a&isjor Slaton acd Or, Orr Address the Assozig- 
tion— Papers on a Variety of Subjects by 
the Delegates -Today’s Programme, 


There were teachers of all shades and com- 
plexions, yesterday, in the chamber of the 
house of repreeentatives, but the black ones 
were largely in the majority. The attendance 
was much greater than it was the opening day 
of the session. Many visitors, a good proportion 
of whom were white, attended all the sessions 
and followed the proceedings with interest. 


| The day’s work was as varied as it was enter- 


taining. Matters did not drag, and there was 
nothing prolix about the exercises, 
BEGINNING THE SECOND DAY'S WORK. 

The association was called to order by Presi- 
dent Walker at 9:30 o’lock, most of the meom- 
bers being in their seats by this time. 

The entire body of teachers and visitors 
united in singing the “long metre doxology.” 

Tho Rev. E, P. Johnson delivered a prayer 
suitable tothe occasion, after which the choir 
sang “Solid Rock.” 

The regular secretary being absent Professor 
— J. Maddox was appointed to supply his 
piece, 

The minutes of the previous meetings were 
read, and on motion of the Rey. F. Snelson, 
adopted. 

The choir sang “The Light of the World is 
Jesus,” and the businessof the day was begun. 

An invitation was given the convention to 
visit in a body Spelman seminary. It being 
regarded as impracticable for the entire asso- 
ciation to make the visit, a committee of the 
following ten members was appointed to ac- 
cept the invitation: W.J. White, G. W. F. 
Phillips, A. A. Mathis, J. M. Clay, P. 0. Gib- 
son, Miss L. J. Thomas, Miss C. B 
Buce, Miss Hattie Smith, Miss Rosa E. Lawson 
and Miss Sarah F. Bugg. This committee, as 
e00n as the association took a recess, proceeded 
to the Spelman seminary, where the officers of 
that institution took them in charge, and 
showed them over the buildings and grounds. 

Professor Thierkeld, of Gammon Theological 
hall, gave the association an invitation to visit 
that schoo), and, in behalf of the association. 
the following members accepted the invitation: 
F. Snelson, G. C. Rowe, C. P. Johnson, J. B. 
Whitmore, B. A. Cowens and N, H. Harris. 

A committee was appointed to send a tsle- 
gram of greeting to the white “teachers’ asso- 
ciation, now in session at West Point, ani the 
message was sent. 

Reports from teachers as to their work were 
called for, and Prof.G. W. F. Phillips, of Amer- 
icur; Miss Rosa Whitehead, of Atlanta; Prof. 
R. R. Wright, of Augusta; M. J. Maddox, of 
Gesinesville, Fla , and eeveral others submitted 
short reports showing how their work had pro- 
0 ig since the last meeting of tho associa- 
tion. 

Professor W. F. Slaton read a paper ou math- 
matics, which was gratefully received by the 
members. A yote of thanks was given the au- 
thor, and the subject was throwp open for gen- 
eral discussion. Several members mado short 
comments on Professor Slaton’s excellent ad- 
dress. 

Some pertinent and common sense remarks 
were made by Miss L. C. Lawson on “p3or text 
books.” 

The nextitem on the programmes was a 
thesis on “Methods in Geography,” by Prof¢s- 
sor G. A. Goodwin, which was an excellent pa- 
per. The professor was loudly applauded and 
the association gave him a vote of thanks. The 
subject being opened for discucsion, several 
short impromptu speeches were made. 

The committee on membership made a re- 

ort, and the roster was completed. 
EY Music followed, and the association took a 
recess for dinner. 
THE AFTERNOON SESSION. 

It was 3:30 o'clock before the association re- 
sumed work, with President Walker in tho 
chair. 

The proceedings were opened with prayer by 
the Rev. E. Kent, of Atlanta. 

“He Leadeth Me” was sung by the choir. 

On motion of the Rev. F. Saclson, Mra, T. N. 
Chase was requested to supply the place on tho 
pregramme which had been assigned to Mrs. 
Carey, who was unavoidably absent. Mrs. 
Chase readily complied with the request, and 
her response took the shape of an excellent pa- 
per on ‘Primary Training.” 

This address was pronounced by ail who 
heaid it as one of the best papers read daring 
the present session of the association. Mrs 
Chase wasapplauded and the body bosiowed 
upon her a vote of thanks, — 

Miss L.C. Laney, of Augusta, read a paper 
on “Industrial Training,’ which was conceded 
to be one of the ablest papers yet heard. It 
was chokeful of practical, opportune sugges- 
tiors and wholesome advice. Written in a 
terse and simple style, read in an unaffected 
way and with distinct utterance, it produced a 
most favorable effect upon the association, ev- 
ery member of whom cheered it enthusiasti- 
cally. By a unanimous vote it was resolved 
that the address should be incorporated in the 
published report of association’s proceodings. 

A committee was appointed to wait upon 
Commissioner Orr and conduct him into the 
hall. He was escorted tothe stand and was 
greeted with applause. 

SOME PLAIN TALK BY DR. ORR. 

Dr. Orr was introduced to the convention by 
the president. He was hoartily applauded. 

mong other things he said: “I esteem it a 
pleasure to come before you. I have esteem- 
ed it a privilege to meet with you regularly 
since the first meeting of your organization, [| 
felt thatit was my duty to be at the other as- 
sociation, and alsoat this. I left that associa- 
tion this morning so that I could be for a short 


while with you. I will not, however, 
mske a, set address, When I first | 
met with you, your numbers were 
small; now your numbers are large. I do 


not think I can occupy the short time I am to 
speak to you better than to offer a few sugges- 
tions on ‘how to get aschool.’ I suppose this 
is the most important thing I can say to you. 
The school districts are the old militia districts, 
The law requires that three trustees shall be 
appointed in each of these districts, It is the 
duty of these trustees to recommend teachers. 


-When a person goes with the recommendation 


he is prima facie entitled to a school. The 
board of trustees are to recommend the person 
who is the choice of the community. 
Being satisfied that the person recommended 
by the three trustees is a person who posresses 
gc01 moral character, and is competent the 
commissioners are bound to appoint such an 
applicant. Thisisthe law. Now as to getting 
aschool. First find out a school site. Gointo 
the district and get upon paper the names of 
asmany persons as you can, Then go to the 
trustees and get them to recommend you. 
Then you are safe, if you can pass the requisite 
examination. Where the law is properly 
administered there is no trouble about 
your getting a school, provided you proceed as 
I have indicated. One other point. A great 
many colored teachers tell metkis: They say 
that the law provides that the school must bs 
free for three months. This is my ruling: Oar 
school fund is inadequate to properly pay the 
tcacher for keeping upa school for a longer 
time than three months. The patrons of the 
echool should be bound by a supplemental con- 
tract to pay something for the suppogPof tho 
school. Isupvore you understand, uf to this 
point, what I have said as to the procass of 


getting a school. Teachers very often 
come to me to complain , that 
they cannot get their money. 


This is generally the teacher's fault. If a 
teacher conducts a school he is not safa unless 
he has a written contract. Therefore, you 
should always have a contract. Never giga 
one of these contracts, or, indeed, any other 
kind of paper, unless you know perfectly its

sults have been reached. We have 


paid out millions of dollars by hundreds of 
agents, and I don’t think buta few huadred 
dollars have been lost. The record is a very 
remarkable one. I wish to deal now plainly 
with you on another point. The very first day 
you open the echool you ought to make a rec- 
ord of all the pupils and keep every day 
a correct record. of the attendance 
of every pupil. You should also put down the 
age of every pupil. Then, when you finish 
the school, get the average a‘ttendance. 

Now, my friends, I did not propose to make 
you a formal address, and I did not expect to 
say 2s much asI have. I believe, however, 
that just such plain talk as I have given yon is 
better than a high flown speech. hat are 
you teachers here for? To. get 
light on the subject of teaching.’ Dr. Orr con- 
cluded by thanking his hearing for the polite 
and attentive manner in which they had lis- 
tened to his remarks. 

A number of the members asked Dr. Orr va- 
rious questions regarding the school law, and 
he answered them promptly and to the satis- 
faction of the questioners. 

The association fPagsed a vote of thanks to 
Dr. Orr for his timely and thoughtfal words. 

The time for recess having arrived, the asso- 
ciation took a recess until 8 o’clock. 

NIGHT SESSION. . 

It was nearly half-past eight o’clock before 
the association reassembled. The hali was 
filled, many new faces being noticeable. 

A male quartette from Clarke university 
opened the meeting by singing ‘‘Moonlight on 
the Lake,’ which was warmly applauded. 

After a-short prayer, the same quartette ren- 
dered ‘‘Come Where the Lilies Bloom,” which 
was received with manifestations of delight. 

Professor R. R. Wright read a very long 
paper on the subject of “technological educa- 
tion.” The paper discovered much ability and 
research, showing that the author had fully 
mastered the details of the problems he sought 
tosolve. After urging the importance of the 
colored people devoting themselves to the in- 
dustrial arts he declared that they should have 
a technological school of their own, just such a 
one as the whites have. He concluded as fol: 
lows: 

“Wemake no complaint because of the estab- 
lishment of a technological school for white child- 
ren. It wasagrand and patriotic step. But we 
must insist that the Georgia legislature has mis- 
taken its commission if it fails to provide equal 
facilities for all of its people, regardless of race or 
color. At present, except for elementary education, 
I do not believe that the Georgia legislature appro- 
priates a single cent for education of the colored 
youth, while it gave to the university of Atheus aad 
its branches last year not less than $50,000. I know 
it is said that $8,000 given to the Atlanta university 
is appropriated from the taxes of Georgia for the 
education of the colored youth. I do not under- 
stand itin that light. Let me explain. AsJun- 
derstand it, the entire proceeds of the sale of the 
agricultural college scyip amounted to $242 202.17. 
The annual interest upon this in 1880 was $17,914.14. 
Now, as this money was granted in 1862 for the 
ec ucation of the entire people, the colored people’s 
ee rata would not fall short of $8,000. Now, ifthe 

egislature acquiesced in the act of Governor 
Smith, which gavethe State university the entire 
lana scrip fund, It was bound by the law making 
the appropriation and the nature of the case to pro- 
vide a way for the colored people to get an equiya- 
lent for their pro rataof that fund. Indeed, the 
title of the law appropriating the $8,000 tothe At- 
lanta university reads: Anjact, entitled an act to 
equitably adjust the claims of the colored people to 
a portion of the agricultural land scrip. : 

Now as to the $54,086 given last year to aid in the 
higher education of the white youth. The state 
university has four agricultural branch colleges 
each otf which gét $2,000 per annum and occasional 
appropriation for repairs, The one at Thomasville 
received last year $4,000. The appropriation to the 
Athens university or State university propery, 
amounted inall to $18,0@0 plus $6,000, a balance 
from the land scrip, makes $24,000. Adding to this 
the sum given to the branch colleges makes a sum 
of $82,000. Adding still the $32,000 of the $65,000 ap- 
pepren dforthe schoolof technology we shall 

ave a grand total of $64,000. Subsracting from this 
$9,014 of Jand scrip leaves @ snug balance of $54,086 
as given by our legislature to one class of citizens 
while it gives nota red to theother. This isa fa- 
voritism of which Judge Harrel might well com- 
plain. 

lfthis figuring is eyen approximately correct 
surely the spirit of fair dealing which actuates the 
good whi'e people of this state will remedy thisin- 
justice. I have great faithin a fair straight for- 
ward and dispassionate statementof our case be- 
fore the white people of this state. [t does not 
pay to be offensive grumblers for it is as useless for 
a weak people to grumble asitisto demand, But 
we can and must insist that as the state is yearly 
appropriating such sums for the education of one 
class of its citizens, it cannot lawfully neglect the 
other class. A technological school for white 
youth in Georgia necessarily implies a similar one 
for colored youth, Until we get it we shall as nec 
essarily be compelled to continue to agitate the 
subject unti) we shall have a fair opportunity to 
become geod and useful citizens. The laborers of 
Georgia are the colored people of Georgia, A fail- 
ure to educate them is a failure to render efficient 
the most docile and tractable labor which Georgia 
will ever possess. The proper thing for the Georgia 
legislature to dois to appropriate with the sama 
conditions as surround the §65,000. $50,000 at least 
for a technological school for the colored youth of 
the state. 

Fen me, then, end with the following conclu 
sions: 

1. From the examples and precepts of the most 
enlightened nation, it occurs that industrial edu- 
cation is a pational necessity. : 

2. History teaches that where the industries are 

most highly advanced there industrial education 
meskes better men, better women. It develope the 
reason, sharpens the judgment, enlivens the do- 
mestic and social feeling, and decreases poverty, 
discontent and crime. 
5:3, Thesouth has no alternative but to accept in- 
dustrial education; for universal industrial educa- 
tion must follow in the wake of universal freedom, 
and universal suffrage. 

4, Theresources of the south must and will be de- 
veloped. If our youths are not trained to develop 
them, the moneyed classes of the world will im- 

ort skilled labor from the over stocked cities of 
turope and the east to develop our resources for 


us. 

5, The state of Georgia will neglect its mostim- 
portant and imperative duty, it it fai!s to provide 
equal fecilites for che industrial education of its 
laborers. 

Finally fellow-citizens let me appeal to you to 
be in dead earnest about this matter of technologi- 
cal education. The gods. help those who help 
themselves. Eternal vigilance is the price 
of all that*is good. Let us not deceive ourselves 
nor be deceived. The world is rapidly becoming a 
vast machine shop. Agriculture is indeed becom- 
ing chemistry and husbandry, machinery. Soon 
whatever does not need the manipulation of a skill- 
ed human hand will be done by machine The 
labor that cannot invent or managea machine will 
bave a difficult task toeke outa living. I do not 
mean that all will become es, not at all; for as 
industrial and scientific education advances, there 
will spring up masters who are born to command, 
torguide and to superintend. Men as now the 
thinkers of race will be the leaders. It makes no 
difference how many machines there may be 
brought into the market, no one willever be able 
to invent® machine to think, judge, discriminate. 
Only the human machine can do this. 

We appeal to the white people of this state who 
have so often heaped the highest compliments 


’ upon the colored man for his conduct during the 


war. Itis very generally acknowledged that no 
people in the world have exhibited such Christian 
forbearance and human fidelity as was displayed 
by the late slaves during the civil war. That war 
is row over and the colored man is free. And per- 
mit me to say that I believe the south is about 


read toy rejoice in this freedom. Among other 
things r, Grady said before the New England 
Fociety: 


‘We understand that when Lincoln tigned the 
emnancipation ; proclamation a (north), victory 
was assured, for he then committed youto the canse 
of human liberty, against which the armsof man 
cannot prevail. While those of our statesmen who 
trusted tomake slavery the corner stone of the 
confederacy doomed us (south) to defeat as far as 
ot vould, by commiting usto a can‘e that reason 
could not defend orthe sword maintain in thesight 
of advancing civilization.”’ 

What Mr. Grady said in that famous New Eng- 
land speech of the kindly relation which should 
€xist between the people of the north and the peo- 
ple of the sou h, we would repeat with emphasis 
as to the relation which should exist between the 
two races of the south. Though two races we arejone 
cintizenry; we are one people. Let each of us be. 
willing to oy people shall be my people and 
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Marathon, where the noble Greeks had won for 
humanity and civilization that glorious and de- 
cisive battle over Darius’s Asiatic barbarians, who 
bad come to devastate their country, there were 
erected by the grateful Greeks endearing mona- 
ments to immortalize the heroes who had conquer- 
ed theirinvaders. But the most beautifnl part of 
it all was the fact that close by these monuments 
the Greek masters erected other monuments to the 
slaves that were faithful to them in the hour of 
their sorest need, Let the deed of the Greek slave 
owner be an example to the white people of 
Georgia. Letthere be erected in Atlanta, at the 
home of Grady, side by side with the technological 
school for white youths, a technological schooi for 
colored youths. And upon those two columus let 
us erect & new south, against which the gates of 
poverty. ignorance, vice and prejudice cannot 
prevail. 


Professor Wright was repeatedly applanded 
during the reading of his address and when he 
finished there was prolonged applause. 

Several delegates expressed their hearty con- 
currence in the views advanced by Professor 
Wright, especially his advocacy of a techno- 
logical school for colored youths. 

The Rev. F. Snelson embodied his views in a 

resolution petitioning the legislature to make 
an appropriation for the establishing of a ne- 
groes’ technological school, and the following 
persons were appointed to present the prayer to 
the general assembly at its rext session: F. 
Snelson, W. J. White, H. M. Smith, R. R. 
Wright and S, M. Phillips, 

Miss Lawsoft sang a solo, which gave the as- 
gociation much pleasure, judging. from the 
amount of applause they bestowed upon the 


singer. 

Miss Adeila Hunt, of Alabama, read ins 
pleasing manner an essay on “The Progressive 
Teacher,” which was highly enjoyed by all, 
She was given a vote of thanks.

The case of John P. McNally, one of the al- 
leged Blackwood kidnappers, was before the 
governor again yesterday.

Nally in order that he may be held in custody 
in Augusta to be turned over to the Soath 
Carolina authorities whenever Governor Gor- 
don sees fit to order it. 

In his order to the sheriff of Richmond 
county, the governor cites the circumstances of 
the requisition made for McNally by Governor 
Richardson, of South Carolina, and the 
subsequent postponement of the issuance of 
the executive warrant at the suggestion 
of McNally that he was undor prosscution for 
an offense against the laws of this state. The 
certified copy of the indictment shows that

the offense with which McNally ischargedis | 


the ‘‘larceny of a white and orange setter dog” 
on the 2ist of January; and that he was arrest- 
ed and bound over to appear before the city 
court of Richmond county under a warrant 
sworntoon the 2ist of April. These .facts 
created in the governor’s mind “some doubt of 
the seriousness and gravity of the said 
prosecution,” and as he was not per- 
fectly clear as to his duty in 
‘he premises he ordered that McNally, Ottman 
i. Ganter, the prosecutor in the alleged crimi- 
al proceeding, and McNally’s counsel, Hon. 
‘slem Dutcher, be requested to appear at the 
1overnor’s office at ten o’clock Wednesday 
rorning, when the governor might cxamine 
ntothe merits of the case and determine 
whether or not the prosecution is bona fide. 
McNally and his friends failed to putin an ap- 
pearatce at the appointed time and the gover. 
nor, therefore, orders that the executive war- 
rant asked for be issued and be forwarded to 
the sheriff of Richmond county, with instruc- 
tions to arrest McNally and hold him until 
further orders from the executive department. 
In order that McNally may have an oppor- 
tunity to show cause why he should not be 
sent to South Carolina on the warrant the 
governor bas named Monday morning at 9% 
o’clock as a time when he will be heard. 
A telegram from. Augusta announces that 
McNally was arrested by the sheriff yesterday 
afternoon. .

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WON'T PAY OUT, 


JOHN H. JAMBS SAYS THE 
RENTS ARE NOT ENOUGH 


MR. 


To Pay the July Dividend on the Central Bank Com- 
pauy—The Old Agreement Shows Where the 
Money Comes From When the Esat 
is Not Sufficicnt to Pay Oat. 


There are strong indications at present that 
there will be more trouble between John H, 
James, the banker, and the Central Bank 
Block asscciation. 

On Wednesday afternoon the following note 
was received in THE CONSTITUTION counting- 


room : 

The rents of the Central Bank Block association 
have fallen off so much that the stockholders will 
not get a dividend in July, 

The note was written upon a sheet of paper 
showing the letter head of the ‘‘Banking House 
of J. H. & A. L. James.” It was in Mr. John 
H. James’s own handwriting, and upon one 
corner the gentleman had written: 

“For the local edition.”’ 

The paper was passed from the countihg 
rocm to the city editor. The contents of the 
note recalled the past troubles between Mr. 
James and bis creditors, and the note was filed 
away for the night. On yesterday morning it 
was handed to a reporter with instructions to 
investgate the situation. 

The details of the James bank failure in 1884 
are yet fresh in the minds of the public. When 
Mr. James closed his bank doors it was done in 
the way of an assignment, the assignees being 
Messrs. A. D. Adair and J. W. Garrett. The 
assignment created an intense excitement 
among the creditors, nearly all of whom 
joined in an effort to break down the 
deed of assignment. Proceedings were com- 
menced in Fulton superior court by Mary J. 
Betts, et al, against J. H. James, et al. The 
creditors beld meeting after meeting until on 
the 14th of Angust an agreemeut was entered 
into by Mr. James and Mrs. James and the 
creditors, By the agreement the creditors, or- 
ganized as the Central Bank Block association, 
took chargecfalarge po2rtion of the James 
building on Whitehall street, and to each cash 
creditor stock was issned in lieu of the amount 
of money on deposit at the time of the failure 
of the bank. rs. Jamee, in her part of the 
contract, agreed to see that the creditors were 
paid iour per cent interest on their stock, even 
if the rents frem her property were required. 
The contract between the creditors of Mr. 
James,and Mr. James as trustes and Mrs, 
Susan C. Jamer, isshown by the following ex- 
tract from the contract: 

The said party of the second part (the Central 
Bauk Block association) agrees and undertakes to 
use ordinary and reasonable diligence to make the 
said realestate constitutingits capital profitable 
for the payment of a fair and just net income tothe 
said party of the second pees, aud the said party of 
the first part (said John H. James as said trustee 
and Mra, Susan C. James) hereby guarantee unto 
the said party ofthe second part, that after the 
exercise of such oo the stock of said corpora- 
tion issued upon said property, but in amount not 
to exceed four hundred thousand dollars, shall 
pay theholders thereof four per cent per annum 
net interest ther-on, payable semi annually, com. 
mencing the first day of January, 13885, for and 
curing the term of ten years; this guarantee being 
that said stock shall pay said interest in said man- 
ner, provided said diligence is exercised as afore- 
said, beyond all contingency and above all ex- 
penses, net of taxes, or insurauce, or water 
charges, or repairs. The said parties of the 
first part, intending by this stipulation to unde- 
take and promise to pay tosaid party of the second 
part on the first day of January, 1855, and on the 
first day of July, 1885, and on each first day of Jan- 
uary and July for the space and term of ten years, 
£uch sums as may be necessary to add tothe net 
rental of said bank block _ building produced after 
the exercise by said party of the second part ordi- 
bary and reasonable care and diligence, as afore- 
said, to supply any deficiency therein, so as to 
meke the same, and without any diminution from 
any Cause pay said interest of four per ceut on said 
stock of said company, 

On the 19th day of December, 1881, a decree 
was issued from the Fulton superior courj-in 
which it was ordered, adjudged and decreed: 

1. That the deed of assignment to A. D, Adair and 
J, W. Garret was valid. 

2. That the disbursements made by the assignees 
to the creditors individually were confirmed. 

3. That the assignees shali make and deliver to 
ithe Central Bank Block associalion a fee simple 
deed to the any described as the James’s bank 
block on Whitehall street (here follows a descrip- 
tion of the three story building on Whitehall from 
the railroad to the five story building ) 

i, That the assignees deliver to the Central Bank 
Block association all the remaining assets assigued 
by Mr. James, 

5. That the Bank Block association shall make 
suflicient bond to insure assignees against any loss. 

5. That Mrs. Susan C. James be required to 
specifically perform the contract dated August the 
14, 1884, an py the payment of the interest 
on the Capital stock of the Central Bank Block as- 
sociation, and that the rents, issues and profits of 
the real estate of Mrs. James are bound and 
charged to secure the payment of such sums as 
may become due on the guarantee accoraing to the 
contract. 

Such is the relationship oxisting between Mr. 
James and his creditors, who will want a six 
months’ interest the first of Jaly. While ac- 
quiring the terms of the contract, a reporter 
met Mr. Findley, who had $30,000 inthe bank 
when it failed, and asked him: 

“Is there achance that the Central Bank 
Block association will not get its Jaly interest?’ 

“Noneinthe world. In January last Mr. 
James tried to bear the stock by declining to 
pay the interest, saying thatthe rents were 
not sufiicient. He claimed to be behind 
$2,500, but he finally squeezed out the money. 
Recently he has been circulating statements 
that it would not pay the Jaly dividend, but I 
guess it will.” 

“Gueee?”’ 

“I know it. Mrs. James’ rents are bound for 
it, and if the rents don’t pay with Mr. James’ 
handling, we will take the building out of his 
hand and put it in a receiver's.” 

Three cajls at Mr. James’ place found him 
ébeent. So he could not be seen for an expla- 
nation of his note.
